into Gardening; a Fifth raifes an Eftate from 
Bees : Some univer.al Genius comes, and culti- 
vazes all thefe at once, or by Deg'ees ; and, for 
the fcanty Copyhold lef him by his Father, 
leaves hisSon the Fortune of a Peer! a Forcune 
too, raifed wichour Fraud, or Furce; a Fortune, 
in raifing which a Number of induftrious Hands 
were employ’d, who bleis their Benetacter for 
their Bread, and were fo for from grudging, 
that they triumphed in his Ric es: Without 
Induftry and Wiftom, Wealth cun be no where 
honeitly had; and, wiaththem, no where eafier 
than in the Country. Our News Papers lately 
acquainted us with a fingular Inftance of this in 
a Norfol Gentleman, who by his Skid in Farm- 
ing raifed an Eftate from Two to eleven Hundred 
Pounds per 4umum: Unbounded Delires can be 
no where fatisfied ; a moderate Portion of Riches 
may be had as wel! in the Country, as elwhere 

But, as Men labour, to enjoy Reft; as they 
are content to toil, that they may tafte Pleafire; 
fo the Relux.tions of a Councry Life are fweeter, 
and more pleafing, than any other: In them 
Men enjoy the higheft Delights which Company 
can give; Society in Travel gives a new Relith 
to Society in Convertation; for whoever has 
examined human Nature mult know, That 
People are belt pleafed with reccllecting La- 
bours paft, into which none enter { well as 
thofe who fhared them Ac //erce? Homes, and 
Country Wakes, Comecy and Tragedy to. k Birth; 
Cities polifhed thew indeed, bur, as molt things 
ate polifhed, at the Expesce of tieir intrinfick 
Virtue. But there are /ome Seatons wheu Com 
pany does not delight; where th» is Selirude fo 
charming, as in she Country ? Wich what Piea- 
fure does the Young Man look on all his growing 
Labeurs ? How does the Old Man rejoice under 
the Shade of ve erable Trees planted by himte!f? 
W hat difagreeable Objects offend the Eye, when 
the Morning Sun gilds firt the Rural Scene ! 
Or, who, at Evening, hears the lowing Coxs, 
breathes the {weer Air, or fees the Country 
Hinds, though tired, yet pleafed, with homely 
Food content; and not derive a fympathetick 
Joy? A Joy finguler in this, that it heightens 
on Reflection. 

Tue common Bait which draws Men from 
the Country, is the Hopes of Rifing, and grow- 
ing confiderable ; as if Honour were incom- 
patible with a rural Life, and there was fume- 
thing really more refpectable in a Fur Gown, 
than in a Grazier’s Coat: Out Conftitution, well 
ftudied, would teach us berter things; Cities 
and Borongts fend their Reprefextatives to F rlia- 
ment; yet they areinferior in Rank to Anzghts 
of Slives; as the natura! Strength of the K ing- 
dom refides in Tho who fend Thefe, that ts, 
the Freeholders; Manufaétures and Trade are 
the Siveavs of a Nation, but Land is its Bones and 
Fieb. Without Land, we muft be wirhour Ma- 
nufactures and Trades, or hold them by a very 
precarious Title, the Courtefy of our Neighbours. 
ft is true, Tyre and Carthage were great Repub- 
licks, thouga bat Cities; yet they borh fell, for 
want of Land; that is, for want of having 
natural Subjeéts enough to defend them: And 
Genoa is at prefent contemptible from the fame 
Reafon. That our Trade is of a more ttable, 
as well as extenfive Nature, is owing to our 
Land, and to the Native Commodities with 
which we are from thence furnifhed, and v hich 
xone of our Neighbours are in a Condition (> 








tuke from us. Ir is clear therefore, that a Man 
ot reajonable Parts, who mukes ieviculiuve, OF 
rather Rural OEconomy, his Study, may with 
tolerable Pains, rii¢ both in Fortme und in 
Efteem: He who by lauduble Methods betters 
the Eftate lett him by his Anceltors, vill be 
better refpeéted than his Auceftors : He wili be 
ail hata Man of Sen'é can with to be, cavobled 
by his own AXrit. Roman Dictators were taken 
from the Plow ; but we are not ro fuppole that 
while they were Dittators they behaved like 
Plowmen ; on the contrary, the moft magna- 
nimous Sentiments, vifible in the thorteit and 
nebleft Apophrhegms, are recorded as dropping 
from thele Rufiik Li&aters: And when Ah x 
ander asked Abdolonimus, who, from a Gardiner, 
was in on Hour made a King, How be had en- 
duved fo mean a Condition? He antwered, with a 
more Koval Spirit than appeared in the Queftion, 
May Providence permit that I bear my new State cs 
qvell. It is not tae Nature of a Man’s Lif-, bur 
the Nuture of his Merit, which finks below, or 
raifes him above his Species ; there are Closers 
in Courts; and we may fee Count y Sguines the 
beft bred Menin the World. The famous Mr. 
Hampden, fo remarkably diftinguithed by the 
Coolne!s of his Head, and the Warmnefs of his 
Heart, was, in his Manners, a Country Gentle- 
man ; fo was the great Earl of Strafford, till 
the Brightne{s of his Parts in Parliament called 
him unfortunately te Court. Sir Wiliam Temple, 
onc of the moft extenfive, and, perhaps, the mett 
delicate Genius our Ifland can boaft, was alwavs 
fighing after the Country ; and, as foon as he 
could fhake off the gilded Fetters of a Court, 
lived and died there ; direéting his Heart ro be 
buried in the Gardens of A/core-Pavk, as the laft 
Pledge of his Affection for that fweet Mantion. 
I have now done all ehor I deGgneds and I 
lupe have anfwered the Expeétations of my im- 
portunate Correfpoodent : [ will therefore con. 
clude, with the Mono placed at the Hed cf 
my Psper, That, al! J! ings matavely confidered, 
qe jhal find nothirg more fit, nothing move pri- 
fitable, nothing move delightful, nething more worthy 
of a Man truly Pree, thana Country Lire, 
Perhaps I have done too much in endeavouring 
to demonftrate this; fince it was laid down by 
Jully ; but this is an Ave in which Men lauga 
at authority, and it is well if they will liften to 
Reason.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


Etters from Lecpold (ay, they have Advice 

from Choezim and Bialacerkiew that theGrand 
Visser has fent his Army into Winter-Quarters, 
having pofted 20,002 Men near Bender, as a 
Body of Objervation, and that he went afte:- 
wards to Clhoczim, to be nearer to the Conyre's 
at Nimirow 

Letters from Petersburg fay, That the Ruffian 
Court has received a Contirmation that the Rear 
of General Lafcy’s Army was very much har- 
rafs’d by the Kan of the Turtars, who was in 
Hopes, by beating the Kuflians in their Retreat, 
to divert that fpeedy Ruin which he faw impend- 
ing over his Head ; bur that the Succefs of his 
frequent Attempts did not an{wer his Expect: - 
tions, for he was re, u'ied a ways with great Lofs, 
and has fince been depotet by the Porte. 

‘They add, that it has been refolved ina Grand 
Council at the Ruffian Court, to raife 50,000 
Recruits, and to buy 30,000 Horfes againtt the 
next Campaign, and that Orders have betit. 
ifued to build $8 Prahms upon the Don, rhgt 
are to carry cach 44 Guns ; h fides 40 G ays, 
and goo Double Sloops. Their latt Letters hats / 
General Munich left him at Pultowa, preparing ) {pa 
alfo to march with his Forces to Winter-¢ yy 
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ters in the Ukraine : And it has been refolved 
by the Ruffian Court in Council, to extend the 

Lines in the Ukraine along the Nieper, as far as 

Oczakow, and therein to poft molt of the Troops 
of both the Armies. ; 
The Czarina has received a Letter from Kouli 
Kan the new Sophy of Perfia, whereby he gives 
her frefh Affurances of his Intention to preierve 
the good Harmony fubliting between the two 
Crowns: ‘That he will never furnifh the Grand 
Seignior with any ‘Troops to act againit her lm- 
p-rial Majetty, dircétly or indirectly ; but on the 
conirary, inviolably obferve the Treaty he lately 
concluded with her: And he concludes with his 
With, that the Arms of the Emprefs may be al- 
ways profperous in thei: Undertakings. a 
The /mperialifis have put a futhcient Gart‘on 
into Uftza, and have order’d the Breaches made 
ia the Walls of it by their Cannon, to be forth- 
with repaired. The Batha of Zwornick was 
potting to the Defence of that Fortrefs with 6000 
Men, but as foon as he heard it was taken, he 
turned back again. "Tis very probable that no 
oiher Conquett will be attempted by the Imp:- 
rial Forces this Campsign, their Army being 
ordered to go and encamp at Vailova S or 10 
Leagues from the Saave, and there to remain ull 
the Winter- Quarters are entirely regulated. 

There are Advices, that tho* the Turks have 
confiderable Parties about Nifia, yet their Troops 
are too few to form the Blockade of that Place. 

The Major-General Count de Bernes having 
palled the Saave with goo Foot and 300 Horie, 
and made an Incurfion to the Neighbourhood of 
Zwornick, was attack’d in the Way by a De- 
tachment of Turks, but he put them to Flight, 
after having taken a good Number of their Horfes, 
and made the Vice-Bafha of Zwornick, who 
commanied that Detachment, his Prifner. *Tis 

eckon’d that the Turks upon this Occafion loft 
nm ar goo Men. 

The Count de Kirchberg was kill'd at the 
Siege of Ufitza, and Lieatenant General Diemar 
who was faid to be killed, was only wounded 
there, as were alfo fome other General Officers. 
All Advices from that Place agree, that “tis moft 


advantagcoutly fituated and aPoft of Importance 
It opens an Entrance into Bofhia, ond ioin a 


Minnerinacceffible, becaufe ic ftands on a little 
bu: very fteep Kock, on the Point of which ftands 
a Tower encompafs’d with a Wall. From that 
Rock the Turks tumbled abundance of great 
Stones upon the Heads of the Befiegers. The 
direct Road from it to Zwornick, which lies by 
Weitwan, along the Inbar, is impafiable for 
Waggons and Artillery. 

The Count de Kevenbuller is actually incamp’d 
with the Troops under his Command near Orto- 
va, and the Turks who purfued him hotly for 
feveral Leagues, are retired to Timock. The 
Lofs which the Generals and other Officers 
fuftained in their Equipage in the laft Bartle with 
the Infidels near that Place, is not fo confider- 
able as it was at firft apprehended. Several of 
their Servants left to watch the Baggage, who 
retir'd to the Mountains in the Beginning of the 
Action, have fince rejoin’d the Army witha great 
many Mules and Packhorfes laden, that they 
took along with them. All the Veflels that were 
upon the Danube, between Orfova and Widdin, 
had the good Luck to efcape ‘at the Approach of 
the Turkith Saicks, except the St. Charles Man 
of War, which not being able to follow them, 
was attack’d by the whole Flotilla of the Turks, 
againft which the Commander defended himfelf 
fo: feveral Days with extraordinary Bravery : But 
as the Turks have erected a Battery on the Shore 
of the Danube, from whence they cannonade it 
with Fury, it isto be feared that fine Ship wiil 
fall into their Hands. 

The Emperor's Plenipotentiaries at the Con- 
g°°{3 of Nimirow, having fent Advice to Court, 
that thefe of the Grand Scignior complained 
againit his Imperial Majefty Ree beginning the 
War againft the Porte, and that they call ic 
an Act of Injultice, Orders have been fent to 
the Imperial Plenipotentiaries to make An{wer : 

© That if ever fo little Reflexion be made on 
* the Circumftances preceding the War, it muft 
* be own’d that the Emperor cannot with Juftice 
£ be accufed of having infring‘d the Engagements 








which he entered into by the Treaty of Paffa- 
rowitz ; becaufe his Imperial Majefly for 14 
Months together, propofed his Mediation to 
the Porte, without Succefs, for reftoring its 
Peace with Ruflia: That during this, and be- 
fore the Emperor's Army was affembled, the 
Turks committed Hoftilities on the Frontiers 
of Croatia, and made Incurfions upon the Ter- 
ritories of his Imperial Majefty, whofe Subjects 
were, for that Reafon, obliged to fly for Re- 
fuge to the Provinces under the Dominion of 
Venice: That the Porte, therefore, are to 
blame for the Breach of the Treaty of Pafla- 
rowitz, That, moreover, though the Grand 
Scignior was thereby obliged to pay the Em- 
peror 80,000 Hungarian Florins per Annum 
for feveral Years, yet this Sum was never 
paid.* 

Cardinal de Collonitz, Archbithop of Vienna, 
having prefenied a Memorial to the Emperor, 
concerning the Increafe of the Proteftants in the 
Hereditary Dominions of the Houfe of Auftria, 
his Imperial Majefty has appointed Commiffioners 
to inquire whether there are any Coniequences 
to be apprehended from it which ought to be pre- 
vented. Two of thefe Commiffioners are the 
Count de Khevenhuller, Governor of Vienna, 
and Father Peickhard, a Jefuit, famous for his 
Sermons, and efpecially thofe which he has made 
on Account of the prefent War. 

We are affured us, that the Emperor intends 
to create the Great Duchefs of uicany Queen 
of Hungary, and to have her crown'd as fuch 
next Spring : That the Great Duke is buying up 
Snuff-Boxes, and feveral Sorts of Jewels for Pre- 
fents upon that Occafion; and that in the mean 
Time the Great Duchefs is certainly again with 
Child, tho’ the Imperial Court does not yet think 
fit to declare it; which Circumftance, together 
with the Emperor‘s Intention of creating her 
Queen, makes it doubred whether fhe is to ac- 
company the Duke her Husband, when he goes 
to take Poffeffion of his new Dominions. 

Leiters from Dantzick fay, that befides the 
1,500,000 Livres, which the King of France 
remitted thither fome time ago, to make that 
City Amends for what it fuffer*d during the late 
Sicpe, his Majefty has made another Remittance 
of 590,000 more for that Purpofe. 

Thefe Letters mention a Differet.ce that has 
happened lately between the Magiftrates of Thorn 
and the Jefuits of that Town, concerning a Col- 
lege the Lutherans have there for the Educa- 
tion of their Youth, which the Jefuits demand 
may be removed to another Place, and fay they 
have a Right to infitt on it: Bur the Magiftrates 
thinking fuch an Alteration would be contrary 
to the Rights of the City, abfolutely refufed it, 
and have fent Depuries to Drefden, to make Re- 
monftrances agsinft it to the King of Poland. 

They write from Afanheim, that a Society of 
Free Mafons being fet up there, the Eleétor Pala- 
tine has iffued an Edict, forbidding his Soldiers 
and Subjects, of what Rank foever, to enter into 
the faid Society, on Pain of incurring his Dif- 
pleafure, 

Letters from Naples fay, that the King is fend- 
ing a moft obliging Letter of Congratulation to 
his Britannick Majefty, in Anfwer to the Noti- 
fication received from our Court, of the Princefs 
of Wales’s Delivery of a Princefs ; and that he 
has refolved to fend Ambaffadors both to Eng- 
land and Holland, to negociate a Treaty of 
Commerce. 

From Rome they write, that the Accommoda- 
tion between that Court and Spain is figned, by 
which all Differences relating to the Collation 
of Benefices in that Kingdom are determiacd ; 
and that the Datary for that Nation at Rome, is 
again fet open. 

The Letters from thence add, that in a late 
Congregation of the Cardinals for Propazatine the 
Faith, the Great Caule was debated, which has 
been fix Years depending between the Titular 
Bifhops of Ireland, and the Canons of the Lareran 
Church. The latter demanded to be re-admitted 
into Pofleffion of the Benefices they enjoyed in 
that Kingdom before the Reformation. The 
Bifhops oppofed this, becaufe the Canons having 
abandoned their Livings at the time of the 
Revolution in Ireland, thereby forfeited their 
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Rights. After fome Debetes the Con 
gave a Decree in Favour of the Bithops. 
Thofe trom Geneva fay, the Burghers hy 
laft confented to lay down their Arms ; thy 
Garilon has begun to mount Guard, and, 
the Conferences are to be opened torthwith 
fetling the Matters in Difpute. :
